NEARLY HAVE A ROW. 


Five Hundred Prisoners Are Taken in 
Addition —Cuban Insurgents W in a 
Battle Near Santa Clara—Consul 
General Williams Determined To 
Do W hat Is Right—Foreign News. 


H iroshim a, M arch 8.—A dispatch re­ 
ceived h e re ‘from Gen. Nodzu, dated Ha! 
Ching, M arch 4, says th a t tw o divisions 
of the first Jap an ese arm y assaulted 
New C hw ang proper a t IO o'clock on 
the m orning of th a t day, and entered 
th e city a t noon. A portion of the ene­ 
m y’s forces a t once fled to Yien Row, 
th e New C hw ang settlem ent. The re­ 
m aining Chinese troops m ade a stu b ­ 
born resistance, occupying the houses 
of 
th e 
city. Some desperate street 
fighting followed and the Chinese were 
com pletely routed a t l l o’clock a t night, 
leaving 1,900 killed upon the field. The 
Japanese captured 500 prisoners and 
sixteen guns, together w ith a q u antity 
of m unitions of w ar and colors. The

w as

and 
wounded. 
A later dispatch from the 
fro n t says th a t a t 8 o’clock on the m orn­ 
ing of M arch 4 a force of 10,000 Chinese 
under Gen. L ung advanced upon T aping 
Shang, b u t w ere repulsed by the fire of 
the Japanese artillery . The Chinese re­ 
treated before noon. The Japanese sus­ 
tained no loss.

F o rty -th ree of the insurgents su rren ­ 
dered to th e Spanish troops.

m ainder fled and are pursued by the 
governm ent forces. 


Lively Midnight Scene in the Indiana 
Legislature. 
Indianapolis, Ind., M arch 8.—There 
w as a lively scene in the legislature last 
night when the m ajority w as at work 
crow ding through a num ber of political 
m easures th a t had to reach the gover­ 
nor before m idnight. To com plicate 
m atters the senate tacked on an am end­ 
m ent to a caucus m easure and sent it 
back to the house a t ll o’clock, after 
which the senate adjourned, leaving the 
house no altenative but to accept the 
am endm ent. W hen this w as realized 
there arose a storm in the house alm ost 
unprecedented in its nature. The re­ 
publicans one afte r another, scored the 
senators In the b itterest term s, all 
thou g h t of im portant legislation on hand 
being forgotten. 
Personal encounters

inevitable, but m atters finally quieted 
down. Before adjourning the senate 
passed R epresentative Moore’s tem per­ 
ance bill, which is thought by some to 
be a loosely draw n and unwise piece of 
legislation.

FIRST TROUBLE IN 
THE 
EASTERN STRIKE. 
BIG 


Delegates to the Convention Ordered the 
Nen Not To Return to Their Posts, 
and a Mob Backed Up Their Mani~ 
festo—Shut Down About Complete 
—No Agreement Reached in Iowa 
P ittsburg, Pa., M arch 8.—The first 
sign of trouble since the coal m iners 
strike began M onday night occurred 
yesterday a t the Creedmore mine of the 
Ohio and P ennsylvania Coal company. 
The delegate to the m iners convention 
w ent 
through the 
tow n 
W ednesday 
night and ordered the men not to go to 
work in the m orning. As the m iners a t 
Creedm ore signed a contract a week ago 
to continue w orking a t the 55 cent rate 
until May I, m any of the men said they 
would not violate 
th eir agreem ent. 
W hen the objectors w ent to the mine 
yesterday they were confronted by a 
rn#) who refused them adm ittance to 
the works. The loyal men tried to argue 
the m atter, b u t were forced back and 
w arned not to go in. The m ines were 
then declared closed. The following 
w as given out as a list of the only m ines 
w orking: New York and Cleveland Gas 
Coal com pany, P ittsb u rg and Chicago 
Coal com pany, P. J. F o rsy th & Co., 
Beadling Bros., Pickands,M ather & Co., 
railroad 
m oney w as

tagonistic railroad legislation resulted 
In the anti-pass bill being called up In 
the house yesterday, and it w as pased.

OUR CONSUL-GENERAL TALKS. 


Mr. Williams Is Determined to Do What 
Is Right. 
H avana, Cuba, M arch 8.—W hen Con­ 
sul-G eneral W illiam s h eard the news 
th a t Capt.-Gen. C aleja had asked the 
Spanish governm ent to dem and his re­ 
call, and th a t the Spanish cabinet had 
supported th e dem and, 
he 
said: 
“I 
would have resigned long ago but for 
m y fam ily. 
The latest trouble arises 
from th e prisoners of w ar, Sanquilly, 
A quirre, Canillo, and Perazo. They all 
hold citizenship in the U nited States. 
The captain-general insisted th a t they 
should be tried by court-m artial, while 
I dem anded th a t th eir cases be d eter­ 
m ined by th e civil courts and be allowed 
to have law yers to defend them . These 
four prisoners w ere captured in p u rsu it 
of th eir ordinary avocations. They can­ 
not bully me. These m en got th eir cit­ 
izenship papers in New York, and they 
cannot be questioned. 
I am ready to 
leave a t any tim e, but I will protect 
A m erican citizens as fa r as possible 
while I am here. 
If I had not been 
deft-.vims? these m en I would have re­ 
signed a week ago.”

INCOME T A X ARGUMENTS. 


Case 
for the Appellants Opened—Un* 
constitutionality Contended. 
W ashington, M arch 8.—The Suprem e 
court leached income tax cases yester­ 
day. 
VV. D. G uthrie w as recognized to 
open the case for the appellants. He 
said th a t they would depend principally 
upon show ing th a t the present income 
tax law is unconstitutional because of 
its w ant of uniform ity, and quoted at 
length from the provision of the law to 
show th a t the tax is not uniform , con­ 
tending th a t 
congress had 
no right 
under the constitution to levy a tax, 
duty, excise, or im port which 
was 
variable or lacking in uniform ity as to 
individuals or corporations, because it 
w as the fundam ental rule th a t burdens 
in these respects should be equally 
upon all alike. 
Mr. G uthrie dw elt upon the exem ption 
in the interest of the Building and Loan 
associations, wrhich were, he said, re­ 
lieved of the annual paym ent of $600.- 
000 and whose assets, it had been a s­ 
serted, were g reater th an the com bina­ 
tion of capital of all the national banks. 
All th a t men would have to do to evade 
the operations of the law would be to 
organize building and loan associations. 
Mr. G uthrie resum es his argum ent a t 
12 o’clock to-day.

Ccal Miners Likely to Strike in Iowa— 
Operators Want a Redaction. 
Des Moines, Iowra, M arch 8.—The coal 
m iners and operators, who have been 
n session here, reached a conclusion to 
disagree. 
It looks as if nothing will 
come of it all. A fter m uch w rangling. 
by a vote of 43 to 23 the operators 
agreed on a scale of 80 cents, which is 
a reduction of nearly 20 per cent. The 
m ajority votes 
w ere cast by 
Polk, 
Boone, W ebster, and p a rt of Appanoose 
county. 
The m inority said it rep re­ 
sented three fourths of th e coal out­ 
put of the state, and seceded to hold a 
conference w ith 
the m iners, 
but of 
which 
nothing 
has yet come. 
The 
struggle all along has been betw een the 
men who w’a n t to reduce w ages and 
those who w ant to m aintain w ages and 
prices of coal by a strong com bination 
a t the sam e tim e.

Oponents of the m easure succeeded in 
reducing the pay of five inspectors from 
$1,000 to $800 each. 
The total annual 
appropriation w as increased from $4,000 
to $8,000. The senate com m ittee on lab ­ 
or m ade a favorable report on the bill 
recom m ended by Gov’. Rich as a solu* 
tlon of disputes betw een capital and 
labor. 
The bill provides for the incor­ 
poration of labor organizations so th at 
they m ay sue and be sued, and thus 
settle th eir difficulties as other corpora­ 
tions do. 
In the house bills abolishing 
days of grace on com m ercial paper and 
providing for an exam ination and reap­ 
praisem ent of all

In Edgerton's depot there is about 
eighteen thousand pounds of supplies, 
consisting of grain, flour and cloth­ 
ing.

Baraboo, 
about tw enty 
tons of miscellaneous supplies, all hav­ 
in g been collected for the sufferers a t 
Mason City, are held for shipping or­ 
ders, there 
being some 
m isunder­ 
standing relating to free transporta­ 
tions and transfers. 
All supplies forwarded are to have 
been subjected to the orders of a gen­ 
eral m anager a t Lincoln, Nebraska, 
and it is claimed th a t he has taken 
th e authority to distribute supplies 
according to his own idea, regardless 
of consignments, and th a t no supplies 
have as yet reached the suffering col­ 
ony a t Mason City. 
There's a Hitch In The Machinery. 
“ My uncle is now in Baraboo,” said 
J. C. Hill, who has been actively at 
w ork soliciting aid, last evening, “ and 
is tiying to arrange for sending the 
W isconsin donations forward. 
I was 
in Edgerton yesterday and requested 
Mayor Heddles to sell enough grain 
from the donations stored there to pay 
the freight on the rem ainder and to 
forw ard the same a t once to Mason 
City. 
I will also try and arrange to 
send forw ard the supplies stored here. 
T he people around Mason City sent 
my 
uncle 
here 
to 
see 
if 
supplies 
could 
be 
collected, 
and while the mission was quite suc­ 
cessful, it seems strange th a t they 
have been held back so long. 
He 
th o u g h t they had gone forw ard long 
ago, and was surprised to learn th a t 
nothing had been received. 
I am a 
very poor hand to go around soliciting 
money to pay freight on these supplies 
b u t will make an effort to get the 
shipment o f. 
Word comes from Ma­ 
son City th a t the people there are in 
sore need of help and especially pro­ 
visions, and I cannot see how it is 
th a t all the supplies have been stopped 
in Lincoln, and th a t none have gone 
to Mason Ciiy.”
